Senator Harrison Declares Trip Will 
Be Most Extensive Ever Taken 
by Presidential Candidate.

NEW YORK, Aug. 19.—Gov. Cox 
of Ohio, Democratic candidate for

campaign tour Sept. 2, to speak in 
every state west of the Mississippi 
River, it was announced at Demo- 
cratic National Committee head- 
quarters here today.

“No state.” wrote Treitschke, whose 


heartless philosophy led Germany into the 


world war, “is entitled to renounce that 
egotism which belongs to sovereignty.” 

We thought the war had thoroughly 
discredited this German dogmatist, but 
apparently we are mistaken, It now ap- 
pears that we have a candidate for the 
office of President of the United States 
who thinks and speaks exactly as did this 
philosopher of Germany. Read Senator 
Harding’s acceptance speech carefully 
over again in the light of this quotation, 
and there is no other conclusion possible 
than this: a vote for Harding is vindica- 
tion for Treitschke. 

It is clear from all of Senator Har- 
ding’s épéeches against the League of Na- 
tions that if he is elected President he
